Followers of different religions have 
different concepts about the Allah Almighty 


Some acknowledge Him as sovereign Lord 
(monotheist); some enjoin others with Him 
(polytheist); while rest either replace Him 


with others or altogether deny His existence 


Some acknowledge Allah Almighty by His 
signs (creations) but can’t describe Him 
physically, others attempt to describe His 
physical existence too.

¢ The Christian doctrine of the Trinity affirms 
that while God is one, He exists as three 
persons: 


¢ The unknown God (Father) and source of 
all life; 


e Jesus Christ who has revealed the Father, 
and 


¢ The Holy Spirit, the bond of love between 
Father and Son, who is always at work in 
transforming the world according to God’s 
will 


Yahweh [Elohim] 


Deity in Judaism has been conceived in a 
variety of ways. 


Traditionally, Judaism holds that Yahweh 
[Elohim], the Lord (Almighty) to whom 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob worshiped and who 
was also the Lord of Israelites, who delivered 
the Israelites from slavery in Egypt, and gave 
them the Law of Moses at Mount Sinai, as 
described in the Torah. 


Not all but some Jews sects believe EzraPbuh 
(Prophet Uzair) was son of Deity. 


ISHVARA / Bhagwan 


¢ Ishvara, (Sanskrit: “Lord”) in 
Hinduism, the Deity understood as a 
person, in contrast to the impersonal 
transcendent brahman. The title is 
particularly favored by devotees of 
the Deity Shiva; the comparable 
term Bhagavan (also meaning “Lord”) 
is more commonly used by 
Vaishnavas (followers of the Deity 
Vishnu). 


¢ Hindus identify many other Deities 
(Bhagwan) as constituents of Ishvara. 


e Sikhs believe that before the universe existed, there was 
only Waheguru, and it was because of ‘the will of the Deity’ 
or Hukkam that the universe was created. They believe in 
the oneness of creation - that Waheguru created the world 
and is part of this creation. He sustains the world and is 
responsible for everything in it. 


Wa N eCsu ru ¢ Sikhs believe that the Guru Granth Sahib is the word 

of Waheguru so it is infallible . The first line of the Mool 
Mantar is “Ik Onkar”, which means “There is only one 
Deity”. This symbolizes the importance of the belief in the 
oneness of Deity and the oneness of humanity (the belief 
that everyone is equal). 


Ahura Mazda 


¢ Zoroastrians believe that their religion was 
revealed by their supreme Deity, called Ahura 
Mazda, or 'Wise Lord’, to a priest called Zarathustra 
(or Zoroaster, as the Greeks called him). 
Zarathustra is held to be the founder of the 
religion, and his followers call themselves 
Zartoshtis or Zoroastrians. 


¢ Many alterations have been made in the 
Zoroastrian religion to date. The prominent ones 
are as follows 


¢ Fire is seen as the supreme symbol of purity, 
and sacred fires are maintained in Fire 
Temples (Agiaries). These fires represent the 
light of the Deity (Ahura Mazda) as well as 
the illuminated mind and are never 
extinguished. 


¢ Zoroastrianism does not prescribe divine 
rules to follow in daily life.

It is clear from the above, that concepts of the Allah Almighty 


in different religions are much different from the Islamic 
Teachings. 


The followers of different religions often enjoin others with 
the Almighty or even do not invoke the Almighty but their 
own deities. 


Having said, the names of their deities manifest different 
underlying beliefs about the Almighty. 


Hence, it is not fit for the Muslims to invoke Almighty with 
names other than that HE has taught in the Quran. Such as; 
Allah; Rub-ul-Alameen; Malik-e-Youmuddin; Rehman; etc.
